June 20 will witness the 
departure of the King and Queen for Ireland, and it is 
intimated that the King is anxious to extend his stay in 
order that he may see as much of the people and the 
country as possible.

The British Vice-Consul at Harrar has started for Jig Jigga 
to collect more precise information and hasten forward 
negotiations for the release of the prisoners should the 
report prove to be true, 


American Forest Fires.—There has been a terrible 
sequence of forest fires in New Brunswick, Nova Scotia, 
Maine, New Hampshire, and New York Stat» during the 
week. Owing to absence of rain for some time past, large 
tracts of woodland country have been devastated by fire 
which originated near the town of Hopeland. Thousands 
of men have been busily engaged endeavouring to stop the 
fire's advance, and enormous damage to property has been 
done, Fortunately the loss of life has not n consider- 
able, but many hundreds of families have been rendered 
homeless and have lost almost all their worldly goods. The 

ll of smoke arising from the burning forests bas extended 

or nearly §00 miles, and at New York, more than 200 miles 
away, the density of the smoke has seriously affected 
navigation and city traffic. The Hamburg-American liner 
Deutschland went ashore, in Gedney Channel just outside 
8 ip. i Hook, while captains of incoming vessels report that 
the clouds of smoke and ashes extend for many miles out 
to sea. 


Many Lives Lost at Sea.--The past week has 
witnessed n heavy tribute in human life to the devouring 
oceam, During the progress of a terrifie storm which burst 
over the Chilian coast- the. Pacific Steam Navigation 
Company's stéamer Arequipa foundered at her moorings off 
Valparaiso, Captain Todd, his wife; the ship’s officers, most 
of her crew, and seven or eight passengers being drowned, 
The total loss of life is reported as sixty-three, and the 
disaster is the most serious that has happened in those 
waters for many gears, Thé British barque Foyledale was 
wrecked in the same storm, but her crew, fortunately, were 
got safely ashore, Latest advices from Valparaiso report 
that in all twenty ships and one hundred lives were lost in 
the hurricane. On Sunday afternoon, in bright sunshine, 
and with the sea perfectly calm, a terrible collision 
occurred just outside the harbour of Marseilles. ‘he 
steamer Jiban, outward bound ‘for Corsica, was passing 
between two small islands known as Les Deux Fiéres 
when almost without warning she was run into by the 
Insulaire, coming into port from Nice and Toulon. The 
Liban sank almost instantly, ‘and her 240 passengers and 
erew were soon struggling in the water. The captain made 
a desperate effort to run the vessel ashore, but she foundered 
before he could achieve his object, and all but fifty-three 
persons perished. The disaster was witnessed by the crew 
of two steamefs, who promptly lowered boats, but most of 
the unhappy victims sank before help could reach them. 
The Jnsulaire was also badly damaged, and had she not 
stermed ‘full speed for the harbour, would in all proba- 
bility*have gone-down also. 


Irreconcilable Boers.-General Viljoen; who sailed 
from Southampton for Cape ‘Town last Saturday, stated in 
aniinterviow Before his departure that the object of his 
rečent visit to America was to select a country whither the 
irreconcilable Boers could emigrate. His choice had fallen 
on one of the states in Mexico; and he considered the 
situation in: South Afric:, already most hopeful, would 
be materially improved by the departufe of certain 
factions who had determined never to own allegisnee to 
Great Britain. If only South Atrican officials would follow 
in the footsteps of the Home Governmient, the hatred 
engendered by the late war would -rapidly cease to exist,

required, one egg, one pint of milk, and 
three-quarters of am ounce of sugar; I should 
put half an ounce only. Rinse out a nice 
clean pan with cold water—to do this may 
prevent the milk from burning.

as if you were making porridge. Keep stirring 
until it becomes thick, and then let it simmer 
beside the fire on the hot hearth for five or six 
minutes. Let it cool; then butter a pie-dish, 
separate the white and yolk of the egg, and 
when the semolina is cool enough, mix in the 
sugar and the beaten yolk. If the semolina is 
not cool the egg will curdle. Now beat up the 


white of the cgg into a stiff froth, pour the | 


semolina into the pie-dish, and stir the white 
froth lightly in. Bake in a moderate oven until 
the pudding is a pale brown. Ground rice or 
sago can be made in the same way, and a 
shape of ground rice is very much improved 
by having the well-whisked white of an egg 
mixed into it just before it is poured into 
the mould.

For a good kedgeree you require one ounce of 
butter, half a pound of rice, boiled dry as for 
curry ; half a pound of cold cooked fish; salt 
and pepper to taste, and a little cayenne; two 
hard-boiled egge; and a little mace if the flavour 
is liked. In the first place, you melt the butter 
in a stewpan ; then add to it the rice, fish, and 
eggs cut into small pieces;«season and make it 
very hot all through ; serve in a hot covered dish. 
Some cooks leave out the butter, but kedgerec 
is, I think, spoiled if it is too dry. Where there 
are men in the household, a variety of breakfast
